Deadly shooting at Florida school 


Gunman kills at least 17 people; scores of students flee into streets

parkland, fla. » A former stu¬ 
dent opened fire at a Florida high 
school Wednesday, killing at least 
17 people and sending scores of 
students fleeing into the streets 
in the nation’s deadliest school 


shooting since a gunman at¬ 
tacked an elementary school in 
Newtown, Connecticut. 

The shooter, who was equipped 
with a gas mask and smoke gre¬ 
nades, set off a fire alarm to draw 
students out of their classrooms 
shortly before the school day 
ended, officials said. 

Authorities offered no immedi¬ 


ate details on the 19-year-old sus¬ 
pect or any possible motive, ex¬ 
cept to say that he had been ex¬ 
pelled for disciplinary reasons.

chico » Gold sledgehammers 
swung into a wall at Butte 
College on Wednesday, mark¬ 
ing the beginning of a major 
addition to the automotive pro¬ 
gram at the college’s Skyway 
Center. 

Six thousand square feet of 
space at the automotive cen¬ 
ter will he renovated to house 
a new diesel program with a 
smart classroom, two faculty 
offices and a large diesel lab 
with five automotive lifts. The 
$1.3 million project is made 
possible thanks to funding 
from Measure J, the $190 mil¬ 
lion general obligation bond 
approved by voters in 2016. 

This is the first of several 
college improvements to come 
that will be funded by the 
bond. Construction of the auto¬ 
motive facility is planned to he 


complete in August, just before 
the start of the fall semester. 

“There will be students 
here working on state-of-the- 
art technology,” said Butte Col¬ 
lege President Samia Yaqub. 
“We are so pleased this is here 
and this is happening. This is 
the first of many groundbreak¬ 
ing projects that are to come.” 

An oversight committee was 
established to inform the pub¬ 
lic about Measure J funding 
and also to ensure the money 
was used responsibly. Trish 
Dunlap, Measure J oversight 
committee chair, said that 
seven committee members 
are appointed by the Board 
of Trustees to serve two-year 
terms. 

“We’re very excited to he 
here today, only 15 months af¬ 
ter the passage of the bond,” 
Dunlap said.

Fines for water 
waste under 
new rules may 
be coming

Anyone caught wasting wa¬ 
ter in California may be fined as 
much as $500 under new rules be¬ 
ing considered by the state water 
hoard. 

The State Water Resources 
Control Board is expected to 
adopt regulation coming before 
the board on Feb. 20 that would 
make it a crime to commit any of 
seven wasteful water practices — 
from lawn over watering to street 
median irrigation. Those rules 
would take effect April 1. 

“These are permanent prohi¬ 
bitions on wasteful water uses,” 
said Max Gomberg, a climate and 
conservation manager for the 
state hoard. The ruling would for¬ 
mally make the rules part of the 
state code.
